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RiEMARKS 



Applicant has careMlymvi^^ Claims l^lSrenum 

pending in this application. AjppKeiSint stttte^^ Claim 1 to more clearly |i>oint out the |^s^ 
inventive concept. Reconsidet^bn iand &vofablc action is tcispectfUlly requested. 



Claim 1 stands rejected iunder 35 U.S:C. §112, first paragraph^ as failing to comply With the 
enablement requirement. This f|ejection is respectfully traversed with respect to die amended claims. 



The Examiner recites th^ Isinguage "all of tbfe functionality to both scan and effect a c^oimectioTi 
is contained wiAtn s^d housiibg" ad being unsupported iti the Specification. The Applicant has 
amended the Claim to fiirther clarify that the housing contains ah optical reader for scanning a code and 
a processing device that "is op^ble to cause a d^ta connectidd to be made to a location on the GCN 
through the web enabled wireleBs communicaticHi device . * This language basically sets forth that 
the intelligence to make a web cmmection is provided in the housing. Therefore^ all that i$ rgquired for 
a user to gain this functionalify is to attach the battery pa<Jk to the phone with this value added 
functionality. There is an optical bsyr code scaimer provided diat allows the bar code to be scaiiitedfind, 
once scanned, then a processingi device in the hollaing is operable to inter&ce with the data i^teii&ce to 
the phone to fecUitate connecticrii fo a location on the GQ^ Applicant believes that tfie language as set 
forth in the amended Claim 1 ni>re clearly sets forth the invention. Therefore, Applicant resjwct&My 
requests withdrawal of the 3 5 U-S-C, § 1 1 2 rejection with respect to Claim 1 . 



Claims 1 -5 stand rejectcld under 35 U.S*C. § 1 03<a) as being unpatentable over Swartz etal.in 
view of Wilz, Sr. et al and further in view of Rosen et al. This rejection is respectfully traVeiraed 



Swartz, as set forth in the prior response, i^ a reference that is directed toward a battery pack that 
contains an optical reader for the purpose of scanning an optical code and extracting iiifOirrhation 
therefrom, A cellular phone v$ attached to the battery pack for the purpose of placing calls- The 
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Ex3ininer has noted that Swartzidoc^ not explicitly teach that the (Tptical reader causes the cdnhection 
to be made to the GCN through the: wireless communication device. The Examiner relies upoft tKe Witz 
reference to support this aspect b!f his rejection. The JPiTz: rtfcrcitce does not cute tiie deficiency wherein 
the functionality of connecting to the GCN is contained iwithintihjfe bousing. As set forth in ffae claims, 
the processing device is provided for receiving the. information indicative of the injfbrmatioti ^icoded 
within the optical indicia andutili^jes this iftformation to intefface with the data connectiM ca|itAilities 
of the cell phone for the purpoS0 of effecting a connection to a remote location on the networic:* Wilz 
does not suggest such functioriUity h^eirig cotttaitti&d within the b^iy pack. The additional Rosen 
reference is nothing more than i hiit tode envied fihone to rftow bar code infiMmation to be e&tracted 
and input to an application running on the phone. As such^ Applicant believes that the comtnnation of 
Swartz, Wih and Rosen does nok disclose the inclusion of the functionality of accessing a location on 
a Web site that is uniquely assocliated with a particular bar code, which flinctionality is contained in the 
battery pack housing- With the tise of such a device as set foriQi in Applicant's claims, a self-contained 
battery pack and bar code scaiiher and processing device can be attached at the phone sudi that the 
phon^ has now been converted! to a web enabled phone that is operable to access locations that are 
uniquely associated with partic^l^ bar codes. This requires that the processing device gain access 
through the use of the phone coibnection to the web certain data bases such as a resource server. Once 
accessed, information can be sebt back to tiie ptticessmg device for the purpose of utilizing the phone 
connected to the web in order tb connect to a location defined by an associative data base relalion^ip 
in the resource server* Therefdkej Applicant rel^>TCt^ requests withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C §103 
rejection with respect to Claims 1-5. 



Claims 6-15 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Swanz et cL 
Wilz, Sr. et al. and Rosen et al furthtif in view of Frielet al. This rejection is respectftilly traversed. 



The addition of the Frief reference does not cure the deficiencies noted above with rejipect to 
Claim 1, ftom which Claims 6-|lS dqiend. Therefore, based upon the arguments noted herein above 
with respect to the combinatioh otSw^t^f Wih, Sr. et al. md Rosen, et al, the vrithdrawal of this 
rejection is respectfully requested* 
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The Examiner asked th^ Applicant provide reference to the Specification with respect to the 
functionality that allows the b^ittery pack to m^e such a connection. Claiin 1 sets forth that a 
processing device is provided- This basically comprises the processor (3919} illustrated in Figbre 40 
which interfaces with the optical system (3914) and has a decbder (3916) contained thetcin. This 
processor (3919) is interfaccabiic to the data interfece (3810) Sfuch that it can interface with the web 
enable access portion of the phoiie. As such. Applicant believes that the functionality in the b«iitepy pack 
i$ clearly set forth with respect to die use of the processor (3919). 

Applicant has now madejan earnest attehq>t in order to place this case in condition for SflliOWance*
